To the Inhabitants of the Town of Litchfield in the County of 
Hillsboro in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Litch- 
field on Tuesday, the Tenth Day of March, next at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon article one (1). The Polls will close at 
six (6) o'clock in the evening. 


The voters of Litchfield are also notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Litchfield Tuesday the Tenth Day of March at 7:30 
P.M. to act on articles two (2) to seventeen (17). 


1. ‘To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations for the 
same, and to consider each item in the budget separately. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow in anticipation of taxes for the year of 1964. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to turn 
over to the Cemetery Associations money appropriated for cem- 
eteries, for the improvement and maintenance of cemeteries. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ($3,000.00) for the improvements of Page road. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for the Fire Truck Fund. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ($300.00) for the purchase of a new portable pump for the 
Fire Department. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ($100.00) for the improvement of water holes. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ($300.00) for an answering service for the Fire Department. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to delete Article 16 passed 
March 12, 1957, setting up Subdivision Regulations, said Article 
reading as follows: 
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16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and em- 
power the Planning Board to approve or disapprove, in 
its discretion, plats showing new streets or the widening 
thereof, or parks, and upon adoption of this article it 
shall be the duty of the Town Clerk to file with the Regis- 
try of Deeds of the County of Hillsbrough, a certificate 
or note showing that the said Planning Board has been so 
authorized, giving the date of authorization, as provided 
in Sections 19-29 inclusive, Chapter 36, or the New 
Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955.

14. To see if the Town will purchase a portable adding machine 
for the use of the tax collector and town treasurer, and make appro- 
priation for same. 


15. To see if the Town will authorize the Tax Collector to dis- 
count 3% of property taxes paid before July 1st of each year be- 
ginning with the year 1964. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of ($175.00) for the purchase of a salt auger. 


17. Transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting and read the minutes of said meeting.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The itemized police report shows the added work load carried 
on for the preceding twelve months. This compares with the growth 
of Litchfield and with police problems throughout the country. 

In the small amount of patrol work done, the results have been 
good. On one patrol, a long searched-for escapee from the State 
Hospital was apprehended, due to the alertness of the officers on the 
road. Several teenage parties on town roads were broken up and in 
one case a minor was apprehended for possesion of alcoholic bever- 
ages. The offices have also checked out many supicious cars and 
persons, besides giving assistance to several motorists with car 
trouble. Also furnishing directions to lost travelers. Oftentimes the 
only impression of a town is made by a police officer. 

Under the item of police protection, the department covered 
public affairs in Town and also when teenage dances have been held 
an officer has been on duty in case of party crashers coming from out 
of Town. The cemeteries have been watched during Memorial week 
to prevent vandalism. 

As seen in the report, there has been an increase in the more 
serious crimes. The department has been fortunate in solving most 
of them. The men have this past year attended a police school in 
Nashua, under the direction of the F.B.I. Our relationships with 
surrounding departments is one of close cooperation, to the benefit 
of all concerned. 

Dog cases have been a big item this past year. We trust dog 
owners will secure their dog licenses on time this coming year, saving 
the expense of collecting, or possible court action. Dogs and cats 
abandoned in Town has been another problem. We ask your co- 
operation in reporting anyone seen doing this. 

This past year the Litchfield Police Assoc. added two more 
radios so that at present we have five in service. Also winter jackets 
were secured. These give the men a neat appearance in cold 
weather. 

The selectmen have been informed of our activities and prob- 
lems. We feel that this has helped with their better understanding 
of police work done in Litchfield. 

In closing we ask for your cooperation in reporting to us any 
thing that you are suspicious about. To the parents, please warn 
your children about playing in the road, bicycle riding, and accept- 
ing rides from strangers. Maybe Litchfield will be a pleasant and 
safe town to live in.

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LITCHFIELD AUDITORS REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR 1963 


During the year 1963, the town books were maintained in a 
more businesslike manner than they were in 1962. One great im- 
provement in the town kookkeeping was the closing of town accounts 
as of December 31, 1963, thus enabling bills pertaining to 1963 ex- 
penditures received after January 1, 1964 to be carried as liabilities. 

Most discrepencies incurred in the audit were mathematical 
errors which have been duly corrected. The only major discrepancy 
found was in the town trustees book. Two dividend checks are not 
accounted for. 


One of the unaccounted for dividend checks is from Alco 
Products (American Locomotive), July, 1962 and was for the sum 
of $5.20. The discrepancy was noted in last year’s audit and the 
town trustee assured the auditors last March that they would write 
to Alco for a duplicate dividend check. 


In this year’s audit the auditors find that this discrepancy has 
not been corrected. The trustees have again assured the auditors 
that they have written to Alco for a duplicate check. The other 
unaccounted for dividend check is from U.S. Steel, July 1963, for 
the sum of $17.50. The town trustees have assured the auditors that 
they have written to U.S. Steel for a duplicate check. 


In auditing the books of the town clerk, we found that the town 
clerk has an error in her favor. This error resulted from posting the 
amount on the stub to cash book and in entering a stub twice. 
Through these errors, the town clerk remitted $3.20 in excess of the 
amount she collected. Thus the town owes the town clerk the sum 
of $3.20 which the selectmen should pay by issuing a check to the 
clerk. 


The only significant recommendation of the auditors this year 
is that the books should be balanced at the bottom of every page 
and not at the end of the year as was done in the selectmen’s book.

SCHOOL WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School district in the town of Litch- 
field, New Hampshire qualified to vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said dis- 
trict on the 14th day of March 1964, at seven o’clock in the evening, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


1. ‘To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 
2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the ensuing 
three years. 


4. Tochoose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the School Board 
and Truant Officer, and fix the compensation of any other officers. 
or agent of the district. 


6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation to 
any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see what sum of money the district will raise and appro- 
priate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district 
officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of 
the district, and to authorize the application against said appropria- 
tion of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state 
foundation aid fund together with other income; the school board to 
certify to the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
town. 
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9. To see if the District will vote to authorize the design, con- 
struction and equipment of an addition to the Litchfield Elementary 
School consisting of an activity room and kitchen, and to appropri- 
ate a sum of money therefor to be raised by borrowing in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, RSA Chapter 33 
or otherwise.

LITCHFIELD VISITORS 


Autumn spilled its cornucopia of color and mellow weather 
October 10 when 37 visitors from the Old World came calling in the 
town. 

The tour that sunshiny day was special to Litchfield residents. 
Most of the visitors were from Lichfield, England or from towns 
near Lichfield. 

They were on a namesake tour arranged by the Express and 
Star, a regional paper in Wolverhampton, England, with a daily 
circulation of about 250,000. The group had visited some of the 
major cities in the United States and a few namesake towns in 
Massachusetts before coming to Litchfield. 

On board the visiting party were Barbara Henderson, women’s 
editor of the Express and Star, Jack Corbett, advertising manager 
and Raymond Bradbury, photographer. 

Miss Henderson later wrote up on the trip in the English paper. 
In her article, the town was described as a “beautiful, agricultural 
townlet, big-hearted with overwhelming friendliness.” 

Any apprehension Litchfield officials had felt about entertain- 
ing visitors from England vanished as soon as the first Englishman 
stepped down from the bus at the town line that day at 11 a.m. 
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He was Harold Ball, rotund and jovial guide master who cheer- 
ily introduced the visiting party in the best English tradition. 

“Hello, ’'m Harold Ball, your town courier,’ he announced. 
“We're here to see Litchfield.”” From that moment on jovial inform- 
ality ruled the day. 

On hand to greet the visitors from England were George 
Adams, Allan Kendall and Eugene Pelkey, selectmen; David Camp- 
bell, police chief; Mrs. Greta Lynch, tax collector; Arnold Camp- 
bell, road agent: Mrs. Barbara Campbell, town clerk, Arthur Bur- 
gess, Deputy Fire Chief; Roland Bergeron, health officer, civil de- 
fense and building inspector and Mary Wilson, supervisor. 

Also taking part were Florence Center, town librarian; Mrs. 
Bertha Cambell and Mrs. Bertha Crowell, church members and 
town historians; Mrs. George Adams and Mrs. Roland Bergeron. 

Special guests were Mr.s Arthur Burgess, Mrs. Sheila M. Stetz- 
ler and Pamela Marshall, Litchfield residents who are English G.I. 
brides. (Mrs. Stetzler is a native of Lichfield, England.) 

Townspeople escorted the group on a tour of the town. Visited 
were the Rodonis and Colby farms, the church, the town hall, the 
library and the school. 

Townspeople briefed the guests on Litchfield history at various 
points during the tour. In turn, the visitors gave their New England 
cousins a few historic pointers on their own city. 

The English Lichfield is a light industrial city of 60,000. It is 
about 250 miles north of London. 

Lichfield, England (you never spell Lichfield, England, with a 

t”, the visitors said) is renowned for its 900 year old Gothic cathe- 
dral and for being the birthplace of Dr. Samuel Johnson, the 18th 
century writer. The Lichfield cathedral i is reputed to be the most 
beautiful in the Midlands. 
| The visitors, mostly retired businessmen and professional people, 
were intrigued by the town’s agricultural products, by the brilliant 
hues of fall and by the friendliness of the school children. 

A traditional American turkey dinner in the Brick House in 
Hudson at 3:30 in the afternoon wound up the day’s activities. Veg- 
etables for the dinner came from town growers and provided the 
visitors a sample taste of Litchfield produce. 

After a leisurely dinner, guests and hosts parted company near 
sunset. Lasting impression of the day was one of abiding friendship 
and camaraderie. 

As Miss Henderson later wrote in the Express and Star, “the 
thing we'll remember most . . . Christian name terms when we ar- 
rived, lifelong friends by the time we left.”

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


January, 1964 
To the School Board and Citizens of Litchfield 

It is with pleasure that I submit my first annual report. 

Never before in this country’s history has so much attention 
been directed toward the matter of education. People from all 
walks of life are complimenting or criticizing schools and educators. 
Parents of school children are concerned and, in this district, the 
teachers are also concerned. They know best problems they en- 
countered in teaching children. They also know, however, the 
methods and the means necessary to teach. 

Although new to this school system, the majority of the teachers 
are experienced professional people who share this experience with 
the less experienced members of the staff. They have shown a con- 
stant interest in their pupils and the ability to seek out each child’s 
weaknesses and strengths. They have the patience to teach and re- 
teach as necessary. The children of the community are in good 
hands. 

In this age of change, the recruitment of new teachers seems to 
be as inevitable as increased enrollments. This district is fortunate 
to have enlisted the services of the following teachers new to the sys- 
tem. 

Mr. Lawson Hatfield, a graduate of Gorham State Teachers 
College, with experience in Greenville and Francestown to replace 
Mr. John Jackson who resigned to teach in Hudson Junior High 
School. 

Mr. Ralph Hutchinson, UNH 1963, to replace Mrs. Elizabeth 
Leonard who resigned to teach in Nashua. 

Miss Claire Lataille, KTC 1963, to replace Miss Dorothy 
Laughlin who retired. 

Mrs. Beatrice Taylor, PTC, with teaching experience in New 
Hampshire and Connecticut to replace Mrs. Bernice McQuesten 
who retired. 

Miss Colinette Campbell, Notre Dame College 1963, replacing 
Mrs. Judith Bagley who moved to the northern part of the state. 

Miss Nancy Andrew, Perry Normal School 1963, replacing Mrs. 
Hazel Stevenson who passed away last winter. 

Mrs. Hildred Hackett, PTC, with 20 years teaching experience 
replacing Mrs. Claire Allison. 

A large change in staff creates conditions under which it be- 
comes difficult to maintain the high level quality of teaching and 
learning necessary to a modern school program. The School Board 
has taken steps through its salary deliberations and decisions to 
help attract and retain quality teachers. These actions could con- 
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stitute the most important steps toward maintaining or improving 
the quality of our schools. Your support of their decisions reflected 
in the budget is solicited. 


Those responsible for the direction and operation of the schools 
are aware of the need for holding down school costs wherever pos- 
sible in view of the financial burden on the taxpayer. There is a con- 
stant effort to keep costs in line and yet not impede the educational 

program. As a result, the educational program has continued to 
grow and develop. 


The development of the school budget is a time consuming 
task which takes place over a considerable period of time. In the 
procedure, many staff members and other individuals are involved. 
It represents, in a sense, the thoughts and help of all school personnel 
to a varying degree. It is, in effect, the financial program needed to 
carry out the policies and practices of the School Board and the 
program of education based on these policies voted in the past, in 
effect now, and planned for the future. 


Certain staff members were required to prepare individual re- 
quests for the various schools or services prior to January. Certain 
basic considerations involving details of this budget were necessary 
with the opening of school in September 1963. Since the funds re- 
quested are expended from July 1, 1964 through June 30, 1965, it 
becomes evident that detailed decisions were being made at least 
eighteen to twenty-one months in advance. This is of necessity the 
normal range of school budget planning, and does not represent the 
planning referred to as long range planning. 


Growth has keynoted the various reports of the neighboring 
school districts in recent years. This district was fortunate in being 
able to solve its major growth problems for some time with the last 
school addition. The school is housing its pupils as a result of the 
last construction, but lacks desperately the facilities which are 
necessary for a full elementary program. An activity room is essen- 
tial at this time and your support of any proposal toward this end 
is urgently solicited. Construction at this time could also provide an 
opportunity to move the sixth grade from its present space, which is 
sub-standard for anticipated enrollments, to the more adequate 
space currently serving as a cafeteria. The much needed supply and 
storage areas would also be made available by such action. Any com- 
placency regarding a genuine need for these facilities at this time 
could find us in the very near future faced with the necessity of 
accepting more costly solutions to the problem. Growth seems to be 
touching Litchfield now as it has the communities in the area. When 
our Class sizes reach thirty, we shall know the fuse has been lit. 
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The year of the first Sputnik is often looked to as a year which 
had great effect on the schools of our nation. The past year is 
noteworthy in its potential effect of the school through (1.) the 
decision of the Supreme Court regarding prayer in the public 
schools, and (2.) a time of violent death by assassination of a Presi- 
dent dedicated to the support of schools and the cause of education. 
A typical dilemma faced school administrators who attempted to 
determine at that moment of massive national stress whether or not 
it would be proper for school children to express aloud, if they 
wished, a prayer for their dear departed President.

A 
special thanks is extended to my predecessor, Mr. Louis Ramsay, 
for his assist and fruitful orientation sessions during my first few 
weeks in the district and whenever requested thereafter. We are 
deeply indebted and genuinely appreciative for the support of the 
School Board and central office staff, the interest of parents and 
townspeople, the ambition of pupils, the patience and dedication of 
teachers, and the untiring efforts of service personnel, all of which 
are necessary to insure the future of our country through the educa- 
tion of our children.

TEACHER CONSULTANT’S REPORT 


Mr. Francis G. Ciarfella

Dear Mr. Ciarfella 
The following paragraphs constitute my report as Teacher 
Consultant in the School District of Litchfield, New Hampshire. 
Reading 

Litchfield’s reading program has undergone a critical reapprais- 
al both with respect to materials used (books and teacher aids) and 
grouping procedures utilized. To alleviate dependence upon a single 
basal reader, we are adding as many supplementary readers as pos- 
sible at the various grade levels. This adds strength to our phonetic 
program. Furthermore, advanced grouping techniques are utterly 
impossible without sufficient numbers and variety of readers avail- 
able in your classrooms. 

Grouping procedures presently in operation in the country 
range from a situation in which children progress through a series 
of readers in lock-step fashion, regardless of real achievement, to a 
situation in which children are afforded the opportunity to move 
according to their ability. The latter, of course, is the goal toward 
which the staff of the Litchfield Elementary School is striving. Chil- 
dren should be afforded the opportunity to move laterally when re- 
inforcement at a given level is needed or allowed to advance beyond 
grade level as far as is educationally wise. This is the policy being 
pressed forward in your school. 

To provide a step by step evaluation of each child’s progress in 
reading, a testing program has been instituted to be administered at 
each and every reading level to help better determine proper read- 
ing level placement and to analyze the child’s reading difficulties if 
any exist. 


Mathematics 


As promised, a REAL modern mathematics program has been 
established in grades 1-4. The program will be extended through 
grade 6 in two years. The Greater Cleveland Mathematics Program 
is one of the finest in use in the country. It has brought about the 
necessity of a partial retraining of your staff —retraining program 
that is still going on and one into which your teachers have poured 
all of their energies. 

For the same reasons as described under my report on reading, 
differences in rate of learning must be considered. To this end, 
achievement grouping in mathematics is being established in afl 
erades. 
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Science 


Interest in the instructional program at Alvirne High is in- 
creasing in Litchfield School District as a natural consequence of the 
increasing number of Litchfield students attending Alvirne. Obvi- 
ously, it is of the utmost importance that the instructional programs 
of both schools be carefully articulated and coordinated. There has 
been, and will continue to be, a great deal of attention given to this 
problem. 

In the science area for example, administrators and science tea- 
chers (grades 7-12) of both Litchfield and Hudson are giving unified 
support to cooperative efforts to improve and articulate the present 
programs. 

In isolated areas throughout the country, the 1960’s began with 
the development of new science curricular that are quite different in 
point of view and content from traditional courses of study. Such 
new programs as found in the Physical Science Study Committee Re- 
port, The Chemical Bond Approach, The Chemical Education Ma- 
terials Study, and the Biological Sciences Curriculum Study will be 
considered by our committee. 

The new programs present science as a scientist sees science and 
in terms of modern concepts and theories. Their emphasis is on 
basic science and not on enginering or technology. A student is ask- 
ed to explore and discover, to develop an understanding of the big 
ideas in the science rather than to memorized large numbers of 
facts and formulas, many of which will be out of date in a few years. 
These programs are designed to bring about learning through the 
act of problem solving in a laboratory setting. 


Spelling 

The new Webster Spelling Series has been adopted in all 
grades during the past two years. This “speller” represents a 
language arts approach to the teaching of spelling whereas the form- 
er books used were little more than an accumulation of weekly 
spelling lists. 

When children deal with spelling lists of words randomly group- 
ed, it is difficult to make generalizations which will appy to thou- 
sands of words — not merely to those in the weekly spelling lists. 
Being equipped with these rudimentary generalizations, learners will 
find themselves able to look discriminately at all printed symbols. 
To look at words discriminately means to observe agreement with or 
deviation from a body of phonetic and structural generalizations. 
This is the invariable habit of the skilled speller, a habit which must 
be developed early. Once the learner has formulated a body of 
phonetic and structural generalizations, it matters much less that 
English spelling is not perfectly consistent.

It has often been said that a school is only as good as its teachers. 
This, I am certain, is true and has always been a major considera- 
tion in determining the quality of any school system. It is, however, 
only a partial measure when speaking of Litchfield Elementary 
School, for other factors greatly influence our effectiveness. The 
success of the staff at our school is in direct proportion to the high 
level of cooperation which it has received from the school board, the 
central office staff, the citizens of Litchfield, and from each other, 
as well. 


A special award of merit belongs to the Parent-Teachers Associ- 
ation in appreciation of its genuine interest and assistance. The sig- 
nificance of this organization cannot be measured, but its role is one 
which is felt by all who are associated with the school.
